Wew  Format  This  Journal  is  not  the  new  format  you  can  be  expecting  with  the 
September  issue.  Instead,  it's  a  compromise;  the  other  choice  was  having  no  May  issue. 

Rising  publication  costs  had  forced  the  National  Board  of  Directors  to  cancel  the  May 
issue.  The  Fraternity's  finances  have  been  strained  in  providing  services  during  a  period  of 
increasing  costs,  and  we're  striving  to  present  a  balanced  budget.  However,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Educational  Foundation  came  to  the  rescue.  They  seized  the 
opportunity  for  a  special  Foundation  issue  of  our  educational  magazine.  The  Foundation 
seeks  the  full  support  of  every  Sig  Ep  in  carrying  out  its  vital,  multi-faceted  programs. 

With  this  issue,  John  Robson  completes  Volume  LXVIII  and  writes  "30"  to  a  distinguished 
career  as  Editor  of  the  Journal.  John  has  been  the  part-time  editor  for  29  years — it's  been 
a  labor  of  love  with  conspicuous  dedication  and  conscientious  devotion  to  the  Fraternity. 
For  his  outstanding  service,  John  received  the  Fraternity's  highest  honor,  the  Order  of 
the  Golden  Heart,  at  the  1965  Grand  Chapter  in  New  York  City.  He  will  continue  to  serve 
as  Editor  Emeritus  of  the  Journal  and  as  National  Historian. 

The  September  Journal  will  be  right  on  schedule  but  with  dramatic  changes.  The  size 
will  be  larger  (8%  X  11),  and  changes  will  be  made  in  format.  This  will  be  the  first  issue 
for  the  new  Editor  of  the  Journal,  Donald  L.  Tanner.  Don  is  Assistant  Executive  Director 
at  Headquarters  in  charge  of  alumni  activities,  so  he  will  be  a  part-time  editor.  Please 
send  all  news  items,  copy,  and  photos  to  Headquarters. 

New  Recruitment  Opportunities  With  so  many  IFCs  going  to  open  a  rush  (a  man 
can  be  recruited  and  pledged  at  any  time),  chapters  should  get  the  step  on  others  by 
using  summer  rush  to  advantage.  All  rush  chairmen  are  urged  to  complete  their  detailed 
summer  rushing  plans  now.  to  hold  rush  clinics,  and  to  impress  upon  every  member  and 
pledge  that  he's  on  the  rushing  committee;  each  man  is  to  replace  himself  in  the  chapter. 
Open  rush  is  the  least  expensive  activity  of  your  chapter,  and  personal  contact  is  the  secret 
to  successful  rushing.  Now's  the  time  to  contact  high  school  seniors;  invite  them  to  the 
house,  show  them  the  campus,  help  with  their  registration  problems,  and  of  course  let 
them  see  your  chapter  at  its  informal  best.  Alumni,  you  can  help  in  rushing  by  sending 
the  names  of  rushees  to  the  chapter. 

New  Approaches  Politicians  are  not  the  only  ones  to  use  opinion  polls  to  advantage. 
Several  surveys  are  being  conducted  or  planned.  Selected  Fraternity  officials  are  com- 
pleting the  Ritual  Survey,  designed  to  determine  what,  if  any.  changes  need  to  be  made 
in  the  Ritual.  Another  survey  is  testing  opinion  on  whether  or  not  the  eligibility  require- 
ments for  serving  as  Grand  President  are  too  restrictive  (he  presently  must  serve  four  years 
on  the  Board  to  be  eligible  for  election).  A  survey  on  Journal  readership  is  planned  for 
the  fall,  which  should  aid  in  keeping  the  magazine  a  vibrant  force  in  communicating  with 
both  undergraduates  and  alumni.  An  attitudinal  survey,  to  be  conducted  later  in  the  year, 
will  provide  much  valuable  data  for  investigation  and  useful  information  for:  (1)  Suggest- 
ing changes  in  Fraternity  laws;  (2)  Long-range  planning  and  program  development;  (3) 
Anticipating  problems;  (4)  Leadership  development;  (5)  General  reorganization;  (6) 
Establishing  priorities  and  allocating  resources.

Those  members  who  have 
contributed  to  their  chapter  and  campus  and 
have  experienced  unusual  financial  pressures 
are  helped  by  the  Foundation. 

Short-term  loans  are  available  for  students 
facing  unexpected  emergencies.  The  Founda- 
tion recognizes  diligence  by  brotherly  shar- 
ing. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

Graduate  students  may  receive  fellowships  to 
assist  with  higher  expenses  of  advanced 
study.  Research  in  problems  common  to  fra- 
ternities are  encouraged  by  grants.  Stipends 
to  outstanding  graduates  are  provided  to 
members  serving  as  resident  counselors  for  a 
chapter. 

RESIDENT  STAFF 

The  graduate  student  may  choose  to  live  in 
a  chapter  house  and  remain  active  in  under- 
graduate    programs.     By     contributing     his 
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knowledge  to  another  chapter  he  makes  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  better.  The  Foundation  helps 
with  expenses  which  normally  would  be  met 
by  employment  outside  the  chapter  house. 

HOUSE  CONSTRUCTION 

The  Foundation  makes  secured  mortgage 
loans  to  chapters  on  a  matching  funds  basis. 
Interest  from  loans  is  used  for  more  scholar- 
ships to  members.  The  Foundation  thinks 
chapter  houses  should  be  functional  and 
should  contribute  to  the  overall  development 
of  the  student. 

STUDY  CENTERS 

The  Foundation  wants  each  member  to  re- 
ceive maximum  benefit  from  his  college  ex- 
perience. The  chapter  should  provide  study 
and  reference  areas  to  encourage  the  pursuit 
of  knowledge.  Grants  are  made  on  a  matching 
funds  basis  for  the  chapter  to  invest  in  ref- 
erence materials,  audio-visual  aids,  and  im- 
proved study  facilities. 

LEADERSHIP  PROGRAMS 

The  Foundation  encourages  participation  in 
regional  workshops  and  the  national  leader- 
ship Academy  which  is  held  annually.  Funds 
are  used  to  engage  specialists  in  leadership 
techniques,  group  dynamics,  and  contempor- 
ary education.  Training  programs  are  also 
conducted  for  staff  and  volunteer  workers  in 
the  Fraternity.

Trusts — Irrevocable  trusts  with  life  income 
to  you  after  which  the  principal  becomes  the 
Foundation's.  OR  trusts  with  income  to  the 
Foundation  for  a  specified  time  with  rever- 
sionary rights  to  you. 

Gifts  of  kind — Art  collections,  real  estate, 
property,  appraised  by  disinterested  experts. 

Life  Insurance — You  may  allocate  a  per- 
cent of  a  policy  or  name  the  Foundation  as 
sole  beneficiary. 

Wills  and  Bequests — You  may  find  it  ad- 
vantageous to  make  an  advance  bequest  for 
which  you  can  receive  a  tax  deduction.  Some 
state  laws  also  allow  tax  deductions  for 
gifts  for  educational  purposes. 

MEMORIALS 

You  may  name  or  memorialize  scholarships, 
fellowships,  or  funds  in  your  behalf  or  for 
another.  Many  members  have  made  memorial 
contributions  for  a  fraternity  brother  or  fam- 
ily member  who  is  deceased.  "In  Memoriam" 
gifts  are  an  impressive  means  of  perpetual 
remembrance. 
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.  .   .  AND  YOU  CAN  HELP 

EVERY  gift  to  the  Foundation  is  important. 
$1;  110;  1100;  $100,000— any  gift  is  only  a 
portion  of  its  value.  Contributions  are  in- 
vested and  provide  continual  income.  Earn- 
ings only  are  used  to  fund  the  Foundation's 
programs. 

And  your  gift  is  tax  deductible.  The  Foun- 
dation qualifies  under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of 
the  1954  Internal  Revenue  Code.  Some  states 
also  allow  tax  deductions. 

The  size  of  your  gift  is  secondary.  Only  you 
can  measure  the  importance  of  the  amount 
you  pledge.  Only  you  can  help  the  Fraternity 
meet  new  challenges.  Only  you  can  help  de- 
velop leaders.  Only  you.  .  .  . 

Glossarv    of   Fiuanoial   Planning 

Annuity  Trust — An  immediate  tax  deduction 
for  a  gift  for  educational  purposes  may  be 
gained  even  though  the  Foundation  will  not 
have  the  use  of  the  property  until  some  future 
time.  The  annuity  trust  is  set  up  by  a  donor  to 
receive  a  guaranteed  annuity  (at  least  5%)  for 
his  life  and  the  property  is  to  go  to  the  Founda- 
tion when  the  donor  dies. 

Basis — Your  total  cost  for  a  particular  property. 
It  is  used  in  determining  the  depreciation  al- 
lowance you  can  claim  and  it  determines  taxa- 


ble gain  or  loss  when  you  dispose  of  the  prop- 
erty. 

Bequest — A  gift  made  by  will.  It  is  a  transfer 
of  personal  property. 

Charitable  Deduction — The  deduction  allow- 
able for  gifts  to  educational  purposes  is  gener- 
ally limited  to  50%  of  the  donor's  contribution 
base.  If  the  gift  consists  of  "capital  gain  prop- 
erty" the  limitation  is  generally  30%. 

Deferred  Gift — Any  arrangement  whereby 
money  or  property  is  irrevocably  set  aside  for 
the  future  use  of  the  Foundation. 

Estate  Tax — A  tax  imposed  by  the  Federal 
government  and  some  states  on  the  right  of  a 
person  to  transfer  his  property  at  death. 

Gift  Tax — The  Federal  government  and  some 
states  impose  a  tax  on  gifts  made  during  life. 

Inheritance  Tax — An  inheritance  tax  is  payable 
at  a  person's  death.  States  only,  Federal  govern- 
ment does  not  impose  an  inheritance  tax. 

Ordinary  Income  Property — Some  property 
interests,  if  sold  at  a  profit,  give  rise  to  ordinary 
income  as  distinguished  from  long-term  capital 
gain.  A  gift  of  ordinary  income  property  to  edu- 
cational purposes  is  deductible  only  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  donor's  cost  basis  in  the  property. 

Trusts — An  arrangement  whereby  one  person 
holds  and  manages  property  for  the  benefit  of 
another.  The  person  holding  the  legal  title  to 
the  property  is  the  trustee. 

Valuation — For  tax  purposes,  it  is  often  neces- 
sary to  determine  the  fair  market  value  of  prop- 
erty.

Larry  A.  Conrad,  Ball  State,  '57,  formerly 
chief  counsel  and  special  projects  director  for 
Senator  Birch  Bayh  in  Washington,  and  cam- 
paign manager  for  Bayh's  successful  1962 
Senatorial  race,  was  elected  Secretary  of  State 
in  Indiana.
